of the niountuiiis I'or a distance of sixty 
luilcB, 
It WUB known that a collection 


of big (reeslurger than any ot' tliouo 
known in tho Maripotta and Caluvcras 
regions exists in Fresno county, where 
Thomas' Mill bus fur severalycnrsboon 
sawing this red wood of the Sierras to 
supply the market ot Visalia,but it was 
discovered last summer that this body 
of big tree timber is not properly a 
grove, but a foicst extending for not 
less thun seventy miles iu a northwest 
and 
south west ward 
direct'on, with 


a width in smio places often miles, and 
interrupted only by the 
deep canona

stump, as does the redwood, and can 
therefore be felled out more reiioily. It 
was wise for Congress to make a reser- 
vation for pleasure purposes of the Mnr- 
iposa Grove, which is near Yoscmite, 
small and conveniently accessible to 
tourists by the present route of travel; 
but the Tulare-Fresno forest—it is all 
in those two counties—cannot be con- 
verted into a public reservation.

By 
this time the horses wore well down in 
the ditch, where Ihe water was from 
eight to twelve inches deep. Those who 
examined the ground, are of the opinion 
that after the horses stopped Mr. Halletl 
wenl lo their heads lo lead them out of 
tlio ditch, and that he then fell into the 
water with his face downward, and that 
on account of his condition he was una- 
ble to raise and was drowned.
